This  will  tend 
to  reform  the  "elks’’  and  “owls”  and  “eagle*" 
and  "bats”  and  other  “varmint*.”  Now,  if 
they  will  make  it  a penitentiary  offense  for  a 
man  to  use  whiskey  in  seeking  to  secure  legis- 
lation, or  for  a legislator  to  accept  whiskey  from 
■uch  a lobbyist,  it  will  help  to  remove  a condi- 
tion that  has  disgraced  more  than  one  State.

blessing  of  God  to  accomplish  the  full  task 
this  year.  . If  we  can  pay  out,  I believe  we 
will  stay  out,  and  thus  save  the  immense 
amount  of  interest  .which  is  paid  out  every 
year  by  our  various  boards  on  borrowed 
money.  It  would  put  all  of  our  work  on 
a far  better  basis  and  result  in  a glorious 
forward  movement  for  the  coming  of  the 
Kingdom.

It  is  the  term  of  movement,  of  life,  of  power. 
Christ’s  work  tor  humanity  was  not  simply 
a legal  adjustment  of  the  differences  be- 
tween the  race  and  Jehovah,  although  this 
was  included,  but  His  work  was  the  estab- 
lishment of  a new-life  kingdom.

It  would 
not  then  be  foreign  missions  and  home  mis- 
sions and  State  missions,  but  it  would  be  the 
Kingdom  in  the  foreign  land,  and  the  King- 
dom in  the  home  land,  and  the  Kingdom  in 
our  own  State.  The  wrnrd  “kingdom”  would 
serve  as  a unifying  idea,  and  would  bring  us 
back  to  the  conception  of  Christ  when  He 
gave  us  the  great  commission.  You  will 
find  men  who  are  opposed  to  one  or  the  oth- 
er of  thq  different  phases  of  missions,  as  we 
now  consider  the  subject,  but  no  man  who 
claims  to  be  a Christian  can  be  opposed  to 
the  coming  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Let 
us  then  put  the  emphas  s in  our  mission  work 
on  the  Kingdom  conception.  The  Baptist 
State  Convention  is  a Kingdom  convention, 
and  I am  a Kingdom  secretary.

A Standard  of  Excellence. 

At  the  njeeting  of  the  state  secretaries  in 
Asheville  last  week,  after  a presentation  of 
the  subject,  a committee  was  appointed  to 
look  into  the  quest:on  of  a standard  of  ex- 
cellence and  report.  This  commi'tee  re- 
ported as  follows: 

‘‘We,  your  committee,  appointed  to  re- 
port on  the  advisability  of  having  a standard 
of  excellence  for  our  churches,  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows: 

“Feeling  that  there  ought  to  be  some 
standard  by  which  the  practice  of  our 
churches  could  be  gauged  and  their  efficien- 
cy as  agents  in  the  bringing  in  of  the  king- 
dom of  Christ  somewhat  determined;  and 
feeling  further  thafr  some  such  standard 
would  tend  to  unify  our  churches  in  their 
work,  we  therefore  recommend: 

“1.  That  this  body  put  itself  on  record 
as  favoring  some  such  standard  if  such  could 
be  arranged. 

“2.  That  a committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  go  fully  into  the  matter  and  re- 
port a standard  at  tire  next  meeting  of  the 
secretaries.” 

This  report  was  unanimously  adopted  and 
the  committee  appointed.  It  seemed  to  be 
the  opinion  of  every  one  that  there  ought  to 
be  a standard  by  which  our  churches  could 
measure  themselves  as  to  their  efficiency  in 
the  work  of  the  kingdom.

REFLECTIONS  AT  THE  OATES  OF 
DEATH. 


In  my  recent  illness,  I lay  a long  time  at 
the  very  gates  of  death.  T.me  for  profound 
meditation  was  thus  afforded  me.  I was 
face  to  face  with  death,  and  my  heart  was 
sibmnized  by  the  realities  of  the  great  fu- 
ture. The  affliction  was  grievous  but  I 
thank  God  for  it.  It  has  done  me  great 
good.  How  often  those  words  of  David 
have  been  borne  in  upon  me:  “Thou  hast 
chastened  me  and  corrected  me,  but  Thou 
hast  not  given  me  over  unto  death.” 

There  are  two>  thoughts  that  came  to  me 
very  vividly  during  this  time — the  inevita- 
bil:ty  of  death,  and  the  isolation  of  the  soul 
when  one  comes  to  die.  If  one  standing  on 
the  street  of  a city,  should  look  at  the  tides 
of  life  rushing  by,  he  would  not  see  one  per- 
son whose  appearance  would  indicate  that 
he  was  ever  to  die  The  rush  of  business, 
the  eager  search  for  money,  the  mad  whirl 
of  pleasure,  are  all  there;  but  no  thought 
of  any  cessation  of  these  things.  Each  acts 
as  if  he  were  never  to  d’e,  as  if  his  perpetual 
home  were  here.  Could  there  be  greater 
madness!  Have  not  all  men,  save  Enoch 
and  Elijah,  died!  Is  not  every  generation 
marching  to  an  open  grave,  sure  to  come! 
Hid  not  our  blessed  Lord,  Himself,  bow  in 
His  human  nature,  to  the  universal  decree 
of  death,  passed  on  all  the  sons  of  Adam! 
Not  in  the  full  tide  of  health  does  this  truth 
ever  come  to  the  individual  soul,  but  when 
God’s  chastening  hand  is  on  us  and  we  are 
laid  ou  beds  of  suffering,  then  indeed,  do 
the  descending  shadows  of  eternity  make 
plain  the  truth,  that  all  men  must  die.  How 
impossible  it  is  to  expla’n  the  utter  thought- 
lessness of  men  regarding  the  inevitability 
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of  death ! God  does  not  mean  that  we 
should  be  always  filled  with,this  thought,  for 
we  would  be  incapacitated  to  live;  but  he 
does  mea/i  that  we  should  give  our  whole 
thought  to  it,  once  for  all,  and  fix  the  fact 
in  our  minds  so  solemnly  that  we  shall  live 
ever  afterwards  in  the  light  of  that  great 
truth.  Once  this  inevitability  of  death  is 
fixed  in  our  consciousness,  we  will  seek  that 
Savior  who  is  Lord  of  death,  who  has  filled 
the  grave  with  the  splendor  of  his  resurrec- 
tion power,  and  say  humbly,  with  the  great 
apostle  of  the  Gentiles,  “The  life  which  I 
now  live  in  the  flesh,  I live  by  the  faith  of 
the^Son  of  God  who  loved  me  and  gave  Him- 
self for  me.”  So  living,  one  finds  deep  in- 
ward peace.  One  breathes  the  atmosphere 
of  heaven,  and  sees  rising,  always  over  the 
path  of  his  earthly  pilgrimage,  the  delecta- 
ble mountains  of  Beulah  land. . . 

The  other  thought — that  of  the  isolation  of 
the  individual  soul  in  dying  is  no  less  solemn. 
No  wife  no  child,  no  father,  no  mother,  no 
relative,  no  friend,  can  go  with  you  down 
into  the  dark  valley  of  the  shadow  of  death ; 
solitary,  unaccompanied  by  any  earthly  com- 
panion, you  *nust  descend  into  the  shadows. 
Oh,  then,  what  infinite  comfort  to  hear,  in 
the  midst  of  the  waters  of  the  river  of  death, 
Jesus  whispering,  “It  is  I,  be  not  afraid.” 
Feeling  the  arms  of  His  eternal  love  and 
power  undergirding  you,  you  can  pass  out 
into  eternity,  trusting  to  Him  alone,  hearing 
in  your  dying  moment  the  refrain  of  the  far- 
off  music  of  the  land  of  peace,  and  catching 
— it  may  be — some  glimpses  of  dear  faces  wc 
have  “loved  long  since  and  lost  awhile.”

The  law  is  weak  through  the  flesh.  It  is 
perfect.  Men  are  imperfect.  No  person 
.since  the  fall  of  Adam,  has  ever  kept  it  per- 
fectly except  Jesus,  the  Christ. 

It  is  through  it  that  the  devil  .gets  his 
leverage  on  men.  The  right  keeping  of  the 
law  contemplates  not  only  its  letter  but  far 
more  its  spirit,  so  that  a man  may  be  clear 
as  regards  the  former,  but  exceedingly  guil- 
ty as  regards  the  latter — a murderer  or  an 
adulterer,  even.

He  The  curse  of  a law  broken,  that  should 
have  fallen  on  me,  fell  on  Jesus,  because  my 
infractions  of  the  law  were  counted  over  to 
him  as  though  they  were  his.  I stand  jus- 
t fled  not  by  any  act  of  mine,  but  by  his 
obedience,  imputed  to  me  and  received  only 
by  faith.  “By  the  deeds  of  the  law,  shall 
no  flesh  be  justified  in  his  sight.”  “Wo 
are  all  the  children  of  God  by  faith  in  Jesus 
The  Christ.” 

To  this  same  heathen,  now  a child  of  God, 
by  faith  ’n  Jesus,  the  law  offers  no  terrors, 
because  its  demands  have  been  met.  He  is 
taken  out  from  under  the  law  and  put  under 
grace.  He  is  no  longer  a slave,  but  a son. 

The  law  now  merely  shows  him  how,  as  a 
son.  he  ought  to  conduct  himself.  . He  was 
not  saved  by  the  law.  but  in  spite  of  it.  But  • 
as  a son  made  such  by  faith,  not  by  obedience 
to  the  law.  the  law  is  his  rule  of  conduct 
toward  God  and  toward  man.  The  sum  of 
it,  to  love  God  supremely  and  his  fellow-  "• 
man  and  self  equally.

She  has  “been  for  seven  years 
a teacher  In  A Shanghai  school  for  girls,  and 
she  talked  oS^heee  girls,  their  characters  and 
temptations.  Heir  struggles  and'  successes, 
showing  uncd^hriously  In  herself  a love  for 
them  which  Bust  overcome  many  difficulties. 
She  had  wRlJLtier  a number  of  photographs, 
which  latrod&ed  us  to.  the  pupils,  in  several 
groups,  the  siSpol.  and  some  outside  prominent 
workers.  Priest  closed  her  remarks  with 

a request  for  j&yer  from  US  all  for  this  dearly-

Dr.  Provence  took 
a group-pletutTl  of  the  ladles  for  Miss  Priest  to 
show  to  ourjphineee  sisters.

Inspiring  meeting,  which  we 
hope  to  see  j£ur  fruit  In  the  future  In  renewed 
Interest  In  r|fi*lonary  endeavor. 


Our  settlement  home  consisting  of  seven 
rooms,  all  comfortably  and  attractively  furnlph- 
ed  stands  as  a lighthouse  in  the  midst  of  the 
darkness  of  these  Immoral,  Illiterate  people. 
What  a pleasure  to  gather  those  little  children 
together  each  Sunday  afternoon  for  Sunday 
School.  Here  we  teach  them  the  bright  songs 
about  Jesus  and  tell  them  the  stories  of  His 
wonderful  love  for  them.  It  all  seems  strange, 
for  they  have  no  knowledge  of  God  save  that 
which  comes  through  a dark  mJat  of  error  and 
superstition.  The  Industrial  school  Is  particu- 
larly effective  for  through  It  we  reach  many 
who  will  not  come  to  Sunday  School.  Here 
we  have  the  same  songs  and  Bible  lessons  as 
on  Sunday.  They  are  also  taught  the  plain, 
practical  methods  of  sewing.  * 

The  children  range  in  age  from  the  tiny  tots 
who  are  taught  kindergarten  work  to  the  large 
girls  who  make  garments  for  themselves.  While 
we  are  endeavoring  to  develop  these  children 
Into  strong  Christian  men  and  women,  we  are 
Instructing  them  along  missionary  lines.  This 
is  done  through  our  Sunbeam  Band. 

One  night  in  each  week  the  settlement  is 
open  for  the  children  to  enjoy  as  they  choose 
Some  spend  the  time  reading  books  from  our 
library.  Some  engage  in  games  and  music. 

One  of  the  greatest  Joys  Is  the  mothers'  club. 
It  seems  that  these  women  need  help  more  than 
any  other  class.  They  are  constantly  sur- 
rounded with  noisy  crying  children,  whose  de- 
mands are  ever  Increasing.  They  are  bowed 
down  under  heavy  burdens  of  care  and  respon- 
sibility. The  idea  of  the  mothers'  club  is  to 
brighten  and  cheer  the  lives  of  these  women 
Many  of  them  have  to  bring  their  small  chil- 
dren and  babies,  so  we  have  a nursefy  where 
these  are  cared  for,  while  their  mothers  enjoy 
the  club. 

It  Is  our  purpose  to  create  around  these  peo- 
ple a Christian  Influence  and  make  of  them 
strong  Christian  citizens.  There  are  many  ave- 
nue* through  which  we  can  enter  Into  their 
hearts  and  homes  and  elevate  their  Ideas  and 
Ideals  of  living.  Surely  there  Is  not  a more 
effective  agency  of  Home  Mission  work  than 
our  modern  Christian  settlement  homes,  tor 
through  them  we  not  only  reach  the  foreigners 
In  our  midst,  but  many  of  our  own  people.  May 
we  be  more  earnest  In  our  prayers  for  this 
phase  of  home  missions  and  avail  ourselves  of 
every  opportunity  to  minister  unto  these,  "God's 
little  ones.”
